The “Metropoli- 
tan Catholic Almanac” gives us the 


following statistics for 1862: churches, 


1411; mission stations, 681; priests, 
1.886: seminarians, 421; and a Catholic 
population of 1,980,000. The number 
of Catholic periodicals is listed as 
eleven. and Brownson’s ‘Quarterly 
Review” is advertised as our foremost 
literary journal. 

Among the prelates present at the 
Council of 1862 were some who had 
become nationally recognized for 
scholarship and for patriotic leader- 
ship. The six archbishops (the two 
Kenricks, F. N. Blanchet, Anthony 
Blanc, John Hughes and John B. Pur- 
cell) were all in the full maturity of 
their intellectual powers. Peter Rich 
of St. Louis was the 
youngest of the six and Anthory 
Blanc of New Orleans was the oldest 
The ages ran from forty-six to sixty. 
Archbishops F. P. Kenrick and Pur- 
coll had taken part in the last six 
Provincial Councils of Baltimiore and 
so were able to bring to the delibera- 
tions of our first national assembly a 
wealth of experience for the problems 
under consideration. Of the four re- 
maining Archbishops, Blane of New 
Orleans had participated in the lias! 
five Councils, Peter Richard Kenrick 
and John Hughes had been present at

_ THE AIM.OF EDUCATION 

The Catholic Church, whése “one Master is Christ,” 
and to whom the education of all the citizens of His King- 
dom has beén entrusted, builds her every activity on the 
sound philosophy contained in the collect of the Maas of 
the third Sunday after Pentecost. Therein she asks that we 
may “with God as our leader, so pass through the good 
things of this life’ as not to lose the things which are eter- 
nal.” An educational system which is not based on this 
philosophy is imperfect, to say the least. We are sure to 
lose the things which are eternal if we be taught nothing 
about thém, and if we have no higher aim and object than 
that of promoting our temporal well-being. In the educa- 
tional system of the Catholic Church we are aided in the 
attainment of the things which are eternal without laboring 
under the slightest handicap with relation to the things that 
are temporal. Hence our schools provide a secular educa- 
tion equal to the very best procurable in the state schools, 
| while from the Kindergarten to the university they keep 
: : before the pupils that it will profit a man nothing if he 
: should gain the whole world and lose his soul. 

The Catholic concept of education is being defended 
more and more by educators and statesmen, who have at 
heart the welfare of the country,-and of the human race 
generally. They have learned that Ruskin was right when 
he declared that “Education does not mean teaching people 
to know what they -to-not know, but to behave as they do not 
béhave.” Modern educators call the process, by which peo- 
ple are made to behave better, “character training;” but the 
motive, which is “expedieri¢y,” is not sufficiently powerful. 
What is character? The word is derived from the Greek 
and means an “engraving. We often speak of the char- 
acters of the alphabet; we speak of the indelible character 
stamped on the soul by some of the Sacraments. In its more 
practical meaning it may be defined as a fixed principle 
which determines our standards of life. Good character is 
established by training the will to the habit of opposing the 
evils to which one may be inclined. The work is facilitated 
by the intellect, which should enlighten the will by the defi- 
nite knowledge and convictions concerning what is right and 
wrong, and concerning the will of the Creator, whom we 
are obliged to serve, Will, inclinations, passions, weaknesses 
e are blind, instinctive activities, much like the blind instincts 
of animals. Unless the will be trained to oppose these, it 
will rather incline toward the premotion of one’s inclina- 
tions. Hence a man is the more a man and the woman is the 
more a woman in the proportion that he or she exercises 
will power, or moral courage. 

If the will must be enlightened by the mind for the 
building up of character, then true character training must 
be based on the foundation of religious knowledge, and the 
process of building must be slow, because the doing of right 
must become a habit if it would affect our personality. The 
foundation for a beautiful character is started in the kinder- 
garten or primary grades of the Catholic school, and the 
superstructure continued through all .the grammar 
grades, through the high school, through the college, 
through the university. Just as a garage is built of brick 
| and mortar, so is a residence, 80 is a handsome business 
ee ih block, so is a beautiful Cathedral.

We will frequently repeat what 
Liturgy is, children, so you shall 
understand its importance and the rea- 
gon why we give you these weekly 
notes on, Liturgy. Liturgy is the 
public worship in the church, to praise 
and glorify the Blessed Trinity and to 
sanctify souls. 

Of ¢ourse you remember that the 
Holy Mass is the center of all wor- 
ship of God, and the highest form of 
prayer that creatures can offer to 
their Creator. In the days of the 
early Church no.one prayed for him- 
self alone. Each one in the Liturgi- 
cal functions was raised above all that 
Was merely personal. It is. best 
expressed in the prayer of the Mass 
on the Sixth Sunday after Pentecost: 
“That what each does offer in honor 
of Thy Name, may avail for the sal- 
vation of all.” 

It was the early Christians’ love of 


This is the cry of a good soul that 
feels its entire dependence upon God, 
and God, probably is trying that soul 
for its forgetfulness of all His bless- 
ings and favors. The people of the 
Old Testament had nothing to en- 
‘courage them in well-doing but 
HOPE. Once abandoned by Hope and 
those souls knew no consolation. 

In the Introit today the Church not 
only tries to prove her confidence in 
God’s mercy, but urges all of her chil- 
dren to remember the covenant or 
promise which God had made. The 
“cause” of the “poor” is His cause. 
What a terrible thing for us to forget 
God and His promises and all His 
favors to us. When you feel deserted 
by Grace and Divine help, examine 
yourselves carefully to see whether 
you have been guilty of forgetfulness 
and ingratitude, Pray daily, children, 
not only for Hope, but for those other 
great virtues of Faith and Charity.
